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CONCKNTHATEi) CAPITAL! 



A correspondent of the "Graphic" 
boliovos the world's greatest peril to 
How from the accumulation of wealth 
in tho hands, of the Rothschilds. 
Their property has increased during 
a hundred years at tho rate of 11 per 
edit, yearly, ■while the wealth of the 
world gro.\VS at tho rate of V*-. por 
ooiit. only. The writer believes 'they 
cannot make 11 por cont., but thinks 
they can ensure themselves 5 per cent. 
Then ho shows the danger as it occurs 
to him:' 

"The entiro wealth of the United 
States by tho last census was $30,01)0,- 
000. If that should continue to grow* 
at the rate of 3£ per cent, per annum, 
it would amount in V.)TG to $9:50,000,- 
000,000. But in the same period, if 
the wealth of tho Rothschilds should 
continue to incroaso at tho present 
rate of 11 per cent., they will have 
accumulated pi'opei ty to the ' value cf 
$90,000,000,000,000, and will then be 
100 times as wealthy as the whole 
United States-will possess, in fact, §10,- 
000 for every man, woman and child 
then living on the lace of tho «lobo, 
and $3,000 for every dollar of public 
debt now owed by all the world. 

The Rothschilds, then, make one 
and a-hali per cent, per annum 'more 
than tho world makes. lu. 100 years 
the Rothschilds will be worth certain- 
ly not less than $100,000,000,000, a 
sum 200 times as great as tho present 
debt of the United States. The ratio 
of increase of their wealth to the in- 
crease of the world's wealth 
is 131 to 31. Assuming the 
capital of the whole world to-day to 
bo $1,000,000,000,000, or 833 times as 
preat as that of tho Rothschilds, in 
100 years it would be $31,000,000,- 
000,000, or only 77 timos as great; in 
200 years only 18 times as great; in 
300 years only five times as great; 
while in 400 years the world's wealth 
and that of tho Rothschilds will bo 
about equal. 

But if the Rothschilds have $-100,- 
000,000,000 in 1070 they will be tho 
masters of tho world. Population eats 
up wealth and itself too, but capital 
feeds on nothing and consumes noth- 
ing. It is the greatest of economizers. 
Now, supposo that Russia trebles her 
population in 100 yours, the United 
States quadruples hers, and Germany 
doubles hers. The mastery of the 
world would thon bo in the hands of 
throe powers, numbering an aggre- 
gate population of less than 500, OU0,- 
000 with a total military force of 16,- 
000,000 soldiers, for tho hiro of whom 
tho Rothschilds will be able to spare 
$1,250 a year from their annual in- 
come, or if they need to buy them 
outright, could pay $25,000 a head for 
them. In other words in 100 years 
from now the wealth of tho Roths- 
childs will be so great that it will be 
able to defend itself against attack, 
just as oven now it is ho great as to bo 
able to insure itself against loss.

Chinese Labor. 

Our readers will bear us out when 
we say that we have always opposed 
the undue encouragement of Chinese 
or pagan labor by its employment on 
public works to the exclusion of white 
or civilized labor. No greater evil 
could be inflicted upon a nation than 
that the laboring class should be 
drawn from a people animated with 
no desire or capacity to bo welded 
with the homogeneous mass; with 
tastes and habits that are barbarous; 
with a belief that is pagan; and the 
chief aim of whoso existence is to send 
all their earnings out of the country 
to enrich another State. The Chinese 
in British Columbia form a distinct 
class. They have no sympathy or in- 
terest in common with the rest of tho 
population. Their very food is ex- 
ceptional, and they "worship strange 
godS'-"b6neath tho shadow of Christian 
temples. Industrious and frugal the 
majority undeniably are; but their 
frugality is of u character injurious to 
tho commonwealth; because having 
brought nothing with them they spend 
little or nothing while here, and take 
away all they can lay their hands upon. 
Industry and frugality are qualities 
too seldom met with in a new country ; 
but the possession of those virtues by 
Chinese to an inordinate extent, and 
the business tact that enables them to 
bring nearly all that they wear and 
consume from their own country, ena- 
bles them to cheat, as it wore, tho 
people among whom tho money has 
been earned of a legitimate profit 
from the expenditure. Wo do not de- 
ny that a private individual has the 
right to employ who ho may choose to 
work for him. But with a Covernment 
tho case is far different. The money 
that it expends is drawn from the tax- 
payers, and to the taxpayers it should 
return in some shape or other. It has 
been shown that if 1000 Chinese be 
employed on any public work they 
will be of less value to tho country 
than 200 white men would be. The 
Government would effect a saving, a 
contractor would make a little more 
on his contract with Chinese labor 
than if he had employed whites to 
perform the work; but what would be- 
come of the people's mor.ej ? Much of 
it would be seen by man no more in 
the Province. It would bo sent to 
China for investment. Not a penny 
would be expended hero that the re- 
cipients could conveniently prevent. 
But place a like number of whites on 
the same work and thero would be 
dwellings required for families; cloth- 
ing and boots and shoes for wives and 
lii tl e ones, and groceries a produce for 
consumption; schools, and churches ( 
and newspapers for their mental and 
religious improvement. There would 
be no interest that would not receive 
an impetus from the employment of 
civilized labor amongst us. We 
have a local experience in view as 
we write. Within tho past three years 
thero has been expended by the Pro- 
vincial Government on public works 
?G00,000 or $700,000. The principal 
labor employed on those works was 
Chinese Go ask tho merchant of Vic- 
toria, tho producer of tho Mainland j 
tho realostate-owner how much each 
benefitted from the expenditure ? and 
the reply will be, the increase in busi- 
ness was scarcely perceptible In Cali- 
fornia the Chinese evil has attained 
such alarming proportions that only a 
few white men can find employment 
at living wages; and white boys can- 
not learn trades because Chinamen 
with inexpensive habits and low 
rates of wages usurp their places 
in tho workshops. Give John live 
cents worth of "liceo" and a 
pair of chopsticks and ho will make a 
lull meal. How can white labor hopo 
to compete with such a class ? And is 
it any wonder that with white work- 
ingmen and their families starving, 
and Chinese labor everywhere in ex- 
cess of tho demand, a movement should 
have been started to prevent further 
immigration from China to California? 



Alcoholic Stimulants Duhing Expo- 
sure. — Dr. T. Lander Brunton says in 
tho 'Practitioner': — Where men are 
subjoot to great and prolonged expo- 
sure to cold, experience has taught 
thorn tho danger of taking spirits 
whilo tho exposure continues. My 
friend Dr. Payer told mo that when 
crawling through tho wet weather in 
pursuit of doer on a cold day he offer- 
ed tho keeper who accompanied him a 
pull from his flask. Tho old man de- 
clined, saying, "No, thank you, it is 
too cold." Tho lumberers in Canada 
who' are engaged in felling timber in 
tho pino forests, living there ail tho 
winter, sleeping in holes covered with 
snow and lying on spruce branches 
covered with buffalo robes, allow no 
spirits in their camp, and destroy any 
that may bo found there (v). The ex- 
perience of Arctic travellers on this 
subject is nearly unanimous; and I 
owo to my friend Dr. Milner Pother- 
gill an anecdote which illustrates it in a 
striking way. A party of Americans 
crossing tho Sierra Nevada encamped 
at a spot above tho snow lino, and in 
an exposed situation. Some of them 
took a good deal of spirits before go- 
ing to sloop, and they lay down warm 
and happy; some took a moderate 
quantity, and they lay down somewhat 
but not very cold; others took none at 
all, and they lay down cold and miser- 
able. Next morning, however, those 
who had taken no spirits got up feel- 
ing quite well, those who had taken a 
little got up feeling cold and wretched, and 
those who had taken a good deal did 
not get up at all; they had perished 
from cold during the night. Those 
who took no alcohol kept their hearts 
warm at tho expense of their skin, and 
they remained well ; thoso who took 
much warmed the skin at the expense of 
their heart, and thoy died. But whilo 
alcohol is thus injurious during pro- 
longed exposure to cold, the easo is 
very different after tho exposure is 
over, and its admiration may then bo 
very beneficial.

Chicago, April 3.— Tlio Times' Ottawa 
special says tho Government have an- 
nounced tltoir poiioy respecting tho Paci- 
fic Railway, which is to ignoro the ten 
years limit and build it as rapidly as the 
circumstancos of the country »vill permit. 
Tho lino has boen located from Lako of 
tho Woods across lied River via Fort 
Polly and Edmonton through tho Jasper 
Houso PaBs to Port George, iu British 
Columbia. The difficulty is to decide on 
the routo from Port George to the Paoi- 
fio Coast (IJOO miles). Tho Eraser Kiver 
routo has been abandoned as impractic- 
able. So either Bute Inlet, or more like- 
ly Deiiue Channel, iOt) miles north of Vic- 
toria, on tho Pacific Coast, will be adopt- 
ed as tho western end. At tho eastern end 
it is not at all probable that any attempt 
will be rnado to construct tho section 
from Lake Nopignon north of Lako Su- 
perior and Lako Huron to Nipissing for 
many years, go that it may bo looked on 
as practically-abandoned unless there is 
a change of government at tho next gen- 
eral eleotion in two years from now.

A Simple Way of Procuring Fkesh 
Water from Sea Water.— A method of 
procuring fresh water from sea water 
through the direct action of the sun's 
rays is among the foreign inventions. 
Tho apparatus consists of a box of wood 
one inch thick, about 14 feet long, two 
feet wide, and an averngo depth of six 
inches. Tho upper part of the box is 
closed with ordinary glass, which has an 
inclination of an inch and a half. At the 
lower odgo of tho glass there is a semi- 
circular channol, destined to receive tho 
fresh water which is condensed on the 
interior surface of the glass. Tho opera- 
tion is entirely simple. The salt water is 
let into tho box for about an inch in 
depth, and then it is exposed to tho rays 
of tho sun. A very active evaporation 
then begins, and it is found that a square 
metro of glass will condense daily tho 
amount of two gallons of pure water.

EASTEEN~STATES. 

New York, April 2. — Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Greontlold, known ns tho Black 
Swan, died at Philadelphia on Friday. 

The steamship Crescent City, pio- 
neer steamer of tho now Panama Tran- 
sit Co. is advortisod to sail for Panama 
on tho twentieth, thus commencing 
tho opposition of the Pacific Mail. 
The agents say tho other steamers of 
the lino will follow regularly until 
tho through route to California via 
Panama is complete; also, that they 
will placo stoamors on tho different 
routes now operated by othor lines to 
Mexico and Central American ports.

Detroit, April 3. — Iu tho Munici- 
pal oloctions held to-day in Michigan, 
returns indicate that tho Republicans 
fully maintain tho ascendancy. 

New York, April 3.— Tho 'Herald's' 
Brownsville special of yestorday says 
Perfora Diaz presented himsolf with 
1,000 men to attack Matainoras. The 
town sent out 300 men to receive- him. 
These pronounced for and joined 
Diaz. The National Guard, 1,000 
strong, in tho city, and the artillery 
refused to fire a shot. The 9th caval- 
ry, however, hold firm. After some 
fighting, Barra, seeing ho was betray- 
ed, left with a squad of the 9th Caval- 
ry for Brownsville, whore ho now is. 
Diaz is in Matainoras, whoro ho was 
received with enthusiasm. At latest 
accounts fighting was still going on 
about Matainoras by remnants of gov- 
ernment troops who refuse to surren- 
der. Hundreds of families have 
arrived hero from Matainoras during 
the past week. 

Connecticut to-day ro-olectcd Inger- 
soll by a reduced majority. Tho Lj- 
gislature will bo Democratic — the 
House by 30 or moro, and tho Sonato, 
17 Democrats to 4 Republicans. 

Washington, April 3.— Tho Navy 
Department received dispatches to- 
day confirming the Press reports of 
the fall of Matamoras. 

New York, April 3.— Tho "Times' " 
Washington special says a now finan- 
cial bill is to bo proposed authorizing 
the Secretary of tho Treasury to sell 
for legal tenders, to be immediately 
cancelled and destroyed on tho first 
Tuesday of each month from February 
to November inclusive, in Now York 
to tho highest bidder, the bonds of 
the United Statos to the amount of 
three million dollars, bearing 4A per 
cent, interest. The principal of the 
bonds is to be paid in 30 years in gold. 

CALIFORNIA.

EGYPT. 

London, April 3. — A special from 
Alexandria says tho King of Abyssinia 
sent word to Egypt asking for poace, 
but aftonvards mado an impossible 
demand for a treaty of commerce be- 
fore tho treaty of peace was signed, 
and for tho payment of war oxpensos. 
Tho Egyptians are fortifying strong 
positions commanding tho passes;they 
will garrison those and withdraw tho 
remainder of their troops during tho 
rainy season. 



EUROPE. 

London, April 3. — Tho betting on 
the Inter- University boat race to-day 
is six to four in favor of Cambridge. 

Tho 'Times' thinks the report that 
the Government intends to abandon 
the title of Empress is too good to bo 
true. 

In tho House of Commons this ove- 
ning Disraeli announced that Parlia- 
ment would adjourn for the usual 
Easter recess from April 10th to April 
24th. 

Sir Stafford Northcotc, Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer, is now speaking on 
ubmiP'ng the Budget. Ho lias an- 
nounced that there is a surplus of re- 
venue for 1875 of 83,550,000. Tho 
Budget as submitted by tho Chancellor 
of the Exchequer estimates tho ex- 
penditure for tho fiscal yoar ending 
March 31st, 1S77, at .l^S'.OI-LOOO and 
the rovenuo at C77, 270,000. Tho 
Chancellor proposes au increase of a 
penny in tho pound on income tax, 
which, ho anticipates, will givo tho 
Government a surplus of .11305,000.

Growth of Egypt. — Egypt is "the 
basest of kingdoms" no longer. Lute 
information shows that somo of its 
cities havo grown with moro than 
American rapidity. When Napoleon 
tho First was in Aloxandiia, tho city 
contained 7,000 inhabitants; in 1842 
this number was nearly nine times as 
great; twenty years lator the popula- 
tion had risen to 164,000; and the con- 
sular report for 1872 places its popu- 
lation at 300,000. The increase 
throughout northern Egypt lias been 
in a like proportion, and tho country 
now contains more than fivo million 
peoplo.

An Englishman who was captured 
by Abyssinians, and while captive wit- 
nessed a decisive dofeat of the Egyp- 
tians, sends an account of it to the 
"Daily Telograpli." Ho says:— Noxt 
morning wo went about two hours' 
march further down the plain towards 
the March, which crossoa one corner 
of it. On recamping near Addra Bat- 
ti a groat religious ceremony was gone 
through in front of tho Abulia's tent, 
in which tho Patriarch himsolf lod, 
"assisted" by not less than 450 priosts 
who in their great white turbans wo 
had scon everywhere. This ceremony, 
wo woro told, was a ronowal of the 
blessings given the day before, and 
the excommunication of thoso who, 
having boen summoned to the king, 
had neglected or refused to come. 
About 500 cavalry arrived while this 
was going on, and so escaped. The 
remainder of tho day was spent in 
arranging tho attack which was to 
come off on the morrow. It was now 
reported that the Egyptians woro 
posted as follows:— -800 men with 8 
cannon, under Colonel Arondrup, wore 
in advance in tho Gundot Pass, on the 
Adowa-road; 1,800 men and 14 cannon 
with Araboley Bey in Guntet Valloy; 
nnd 300 men and 4. cannon in tho rear 
at Addi Huala and olsowhoro. The 
King decided to march tho following 
morning (Nov. 15) to the Mareb, and, 
leaving tho baggago there, to attack 
Arondrup and the Gundet camp simul- 
taneously. Accordingly at daybreak 
wo woro again on the move. Two 
hours' slow work had brought us to 
within 200 yards of the liver, when 
turning a sharp curve into the main 
Adowa road, we were startled by tho 
discbarge of a cannon from the oppo- 
site side of tho stream, now immedi- 
ately iu our front. Tho King was evi- 
dently taken by surprise. It was 
never thought that Arondrup would 
leave his advantageous position in the 
pass and descend to the plain. Tho 
King's sister was riding by his side, 
and tho lions were being carried on 
platforms just bohind him. Horses, 
foot, and baggage wero mixed up in 
a heterogeneous mass, but no confus- 
ion, however ensued, for although tho 
Egyptians opened fire with the 
whole battery the shell passed 
high above our heads, and, our 
rear being saved by Ihe sharp 
curve in our path, foil harmless 
in the plain bohind us. In a very few 
minutes the King had collected somo 
(300 footmen, who wero ordered to lino 
the bed of the river right and left. 
Here they found a natural entrench- 
ment, from which they wero able to 
reply with tho deadliest effect to tho 
fire of the skirmishers, which tho ene- 
my now throw out within fifty yurds of 
the north bank. It must bo re- 
membered that the Mareb hero had 
only about six inches of water iu the 
doopest part. It is quite inexplicable 
why tho Egyptians, having advanced 
so closo to tho water, neglected to so- 
cure the river bed, but chose the bush, 
where they wero utterly lost. Tho 
ground they occupied was a small tri- 
angular plain, having for its bnso the 
Mareb, its two sides being formed by 
difficult mountains, whilst at its apex 
was tho pass by which they had en- 
tered. The soil was overgrown with 
closo thorn bush, and covered bo 
thickly with boulder, that it appeared 
at some timo to havo rained them. 
Having occupied tho river-bed, the 
King despatched cavalry right and 
loft along tho south bunk, who, having 
outflanked the Egyptians, crossed, and 
riding along tho foot of tho mountains 
on each sido, mot in tho Egyptian 
rear, upon tho path cleared by them. 
During this timo the Abyssinians, from 
their perfect cover, had made deadly 
work amongst tho skirmishers, and on 
tho right wing had opened a parley 
with the blacks tho result of which 
was that what remained of two com- 
panies thero coalesced with tho Abys- 
sinians, throwing up their tarbooshos 
and arms, and shouting "Kwyti, 
kwyti," which in tho Gnlla lan- 
guage (understood by both sides) 
is "Master, master," but in war 
signifies "I surrender." Finding 
themselves taken in tho rear, tho Egpy- 
tians endeavored to form a square, but, 
being chargod while still iu confusion, 
wero literally cut to pieces, Arondrup 
was killed by a bullet iu the forehead. 
Count Zichy.with three scalp wounds, 
a cut upon tho cheek oxposing tho 
jaw, and his left arm shuUorcd by a 
bullet, still lived, and was taken to 
tho King. Hardly a scoro, save the 
blacks who had surrendered, remain- 
ed alivo. 'Tho affair lasted just twenty - 
tivo minutes. Tho Abyssinian loss 
•was surprisingly small, certainly not 
100 killed and wounded. This is ex- 
plained by tho immense superiority of 
tho position they took. It was noxt 
to impossibility for tho Egyptians to 
seo them, while tlioy fired every shot 
well within the range their guns aro 
adapted for from lost, aiming deliber- 
ately at tho perfect mark afforded by 
tho enemy's white tunics and rod tar- 
booshes. It was not a battlo, but a 
"battue." The King had not brought 
moro than 3,000 men into action, but 
now tho whole body was ready for 
advance, and pressed on aoross tho 
March for tho attack on Gundet Camp. 
Though but a short distanco, as tho crow 
Hies, bohind tho advance-guard, they had 
hoard nothing of the affair just ovor. A 
train of baggago animals was arriving from 
Addittuala, and considerable confusion 
existed. Iu tho midst of this tho Abyssin- 
ians having divided and takon tworoutos, 
foil upon tho Egyptians front and roar 
almost simultaneously, and had it all 
their own way. Tho Egyptians hooiii to 
havo made a very short light and thou 
to have run. They woro stopped by tho 
King's troops, advanoing to attack tho 
rear, and their dead lay thickly scattcrod 
ovor the lino of road for throo hundred 



yards. Iu ono place, about fifty yards 
from the camp, somo fifty or sixty mou 
soom to havo made a stand, back to back, 
under a groat tree, aud thoylay doad in a 
heap around it. In tho camp itsolf was 
throo great hoaps of dead. In the midst 
of ono lay Arakolo Bey, who had on tho 
fall of Bustem Boy assumed command. 
Gathoring round him some throo hundred 
men, consisting mainly of vetorans who 
had soon hard service in Croto, he mado 
a dosporato Btand, fighting like a lion at 
bay till he fell wounded in five places. 
Till this tho mon with him stood firm, 
aud hero, indeed, the only real dofonoe 
was made; for with the reBtit was a oom- 
pleto panic. The cannon and rockets 
wore very badly served and did positive- 
ly no injury to tho Abyssinians. The 
combat lasted a few minutes under the 
hour. 



Tho Irrepressible Country Justice 
again. 

The "Daily Telegraph" tolls a story 
of two small boys who were caught in 
the heinous crime of digging out a 
rabbit on tho grounds of Mr. Reginald 
Garton >Vilberforce, of Sussex, a Jus- 
tice of tho Peace. There was no doubt 
about it. The boys were caught red- 
ban dod. Tho outraged owner of the 
holo and its contents summoned the 
father of tho offenders to his presence 
and demanded satisfaction. He could 
not, he said, prosecute thorn before a 
magistrate, but justice — summary jus- 
tice — must somehow be had, and the 
proprietor of tho rabbit-hole called 
upon the parent of the culprits to ex- 
ecute it. Tho fathor meekly respond- 
ed that ho also was under disabilities 
having a soro hand, and proposed that 
Mr. Wilberforco should be tho execut- 
ionor, offering to send the criminals 
to him for punishment on the follow- 
ing morning. Accordingly they came 
—thoso two poor small offenders— and 
nevor did rabbit quake, wo think, ia 
presence of a ferret, more than thoBO 
little English lads before that incensed 
proprietor. Yet he was so far master 
of himself as to offer them— at the ex- 
pense, it is truo, of his consistency-— 
their choice between going before a 
magistrate and being floggod on the 
spot. The tender villains had not 
read Shakespeare, but they felt in- 
stinctively that it would bo wiser to 
"bear those ills we have than fly to 
othors that wo know not of." What 
they had heard, perhaps, of the ways 
of rural equity did not greatly encour- 
age thoir small minds to appeal there- 
to; they meditated upon the dismal 
alternative submitted to them, and 
decided to take the Hogging. They 
were accordingly commanded to put 
thoir clothes down, and each little of- 
fender mournfully unbuttoned his 
braces, and presented to justice his 
shrinking but guilty frame. Justice, 
in the person of Mr. Reginald 
Garton Wilberforce, came down 
upon those frames with a birch- 
rod. Tho subject was brought 
before tho House of Commons by Mr. 
Peter Taylor, who stated that the lads 
were "covered with blood after tho 
operation." Here.it might be thought, 
the pastoral story ended; but that ia 
not so.' Mr. Cross (Home Secretary), 
duly instructed from Graffham, told 
tho House of Commons that the boya 
publicly reported Mr. Wilberforco 
"bad not hurt them much;" but, once 
a whipping is happily concluded, boya 
as all know, will say this, oven while 
the tears run down their cheeks in 
streams, and they "rub the place' 1 
with an energy which belies their stout 
asseverations. They might, perhaps, 
have told tho other village boys that 
tho flogging was rather nice than tho 
rovorse, iu order to escape banter; but 
when the father came to look at the 
marks of vengeance impiiuted upon his 
offspring, he was decidedly of opinion 
that Justices' justice — "nimium impo- 
suit" — had laid it on far too furiously 
and cruelly, and consequently an ac- 
tion wa3 brought against the proprie-i 
tor of the rabbit-burrow. The object 
of Mr. Taylor's question was to ascer- 
: tain whether the Home Secretary and 
the Lord Chancellor considered a gen- 
tleman capable of such conduct as 
likely to be any longer an ornament 
and bulwark of justice at Graffham. 
Upon this point Mr. Cross expressed 
no personal opinion, except by observ- 
ing that "bo held it was a great error 
of judgment on tho part of Mr. Wil- 
berforco, who had authorized him to 
stato that it was a matter which he 
most deeply regretted."
